AN  .ACT 

To  amend  the  several  laws  establisliing  a Per- 
manent Revenue. 

Sec.  1 Re  it  enacted  by  the  General  Asxm. 
bly  of  the  Commomoealth  of  Kentucky,  That  in 
lieu  of  the  forms  of  the  commissiuncrs’s  books 
now  in  use  by  the  clerks  of  the  county  courts, 
and  commissioners  of  tax,  the  form  lici'eto  an- 
nexed shall  be,  ami  thc4same  is  hereby  adopt- 
ed throughout  this  commonwealth. 

Sec.  2.  Beit  further  enacted,  That  each  per- 
son hereafter  giving  in  tn  a commissioner  his 
list  of  taxable  property,  shall  add  thereto  the 
value  of  his,  or  her  slaves,  horses,  mares,  geld- 
ings, mules,  jennies,  and  wheel  carriages  for 
the  conveyance  of  persons. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  each  per- 
son owning,  holding  or  possessing  a wholesale 
or  retail  store  or  stores,  and  listing  the  same 
tor  taxation,  shall  add  thereto,  the  whole  a- 
mmint  of  the  value  of  all  the  merchandize  pro- 
cured, or  purchased  by  him  or  her,  for  the 
year  next  pi^eceding,  at  the  prime  cost  thereof, 
excepting  tlieieoui  goods,  waies  and  merchan- 
dize, manufactured  in  the  U.  States. 

Stc.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  each  per- 
son listing  lands  or  town  lots  for  taxation  as 
heretofore  direc'ed,  shall  also  add  to  said  list, 
the  value  of  said  land  or  town  lots,  considered 
in  their  improved  state,  and  including  all  the 
improvements  thereon,  attached  to  the  free- 
hold—except  machinery  moved  by  steam,  fac- 
tories Ilf  henip,  cotton,  flax,  wool,  iron,  pa- 
per and  fermented  or  distilled  liquors  each 
valuation  directed  by  this  act,  shall  be  fixed 
on  tlie  tenth  day  of  March  next  preceding  the 
time  of  giving  in  said  list ; and  the  year  for 
which  the  value  of  tlie  merchandize  procured 
or  purchased  by  persons  holding  wholesale  or 
retail  stores  is  listed,  shall  end  on  the  lentil  of 
•March  of  that  year,  in  whicli  the  wh.  l.  sale  or 

lei;^  ax  fcr  run- 


dering  the  value  of  lands  and  towiA  lots,  the 
real  value  shall  be  given  without  regard  to 
any  conflicting  claim  title. 

Sec.  5.  He  it  fitrther  enacted.  That  the  com- 
missioners of  tax  shall  insert  in  the  proper 
columns  of  his  book,  fo  med  after  the  pattern 
licrelo  annexed,  the  different  articles  of  taxa- 
tion : and  in  Oie  last  column  shall  insert  tlie 
total  value  of  all  taxable  property  contained 
in  the  list. 

Sec.  6.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  tavern 
licences,  billiard  tables  and  stud  horses,  shall 
be  taxed  as  heretofore,  except  that  each  hi  I 
Hard  table  shall  hereafter  pay  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  dollars,  in  lieu  of  the  tax  now  inip'i- 
sed  by  law  on  that  article  ; and  there  shall  be 
a tax  levieil  and  collected  on  each  jackass  equal 
to  the  price  of  covering  one  mare  or  jenny  for 
one  season 

Sec.  7.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  on  all 
the  property  taxed  by  virtue  of  this  act,  inclu- 
ding the  l.ands  f non  residents,  there  shall  be 
levied  and  c.illected  as  the  revenue  ol  this 
state,  in  the  manner  directed  by  law,  the  sum 
of  t'vo  hundred  and  twen.y-five  thousand  dol- 
lars, for  each  and  every  year  hereafter,  until 
otherwise  directed  by  law. 

Sec.  8 Beit  yiirr/iereiiac/ed.  That  the  audi- 
tor of  i>ublic  accounts,  so  soon  as  the  books  of 
the  commissioners  are  transmitted  to  him  bv 
the  clerks  of  the  county  courts,  in  fixing  the

roin|»os''ng  the  division  : That  each  brig, 
general  shall  in  like  manner  report  the 
number  of  the  brigade  under  his  tfii'U- 
m,.nd,  the  county  in  wiiicli  he  r stdi  s-  tlie 
date  of  his  comm  ssion,  the  naui.'  and 
date  of  commission  of  his  bn,^adc  In- 
spector, and  also  the  numb  rs  of  the  reg- 
imen.s composing  the  brigade. 

That  each  commandant  of  a regiment, 
shall  in  like  manner,  report  the  number 
of  the  regiment  under  his  eommaiui,  'iie 
county  ill  wiiicli  he  resides,  the  datt  of 
his  commission,  the  names  and  dates  of 
commission  of  bis  majors,  and  also  tlie 
bounds  of  the  regiment  ; describing  ilie 
same  in  most  minute  and  particular  iicm- 
iier— and  that  no  delay  shall  take  p,ace 
by  reason  of  the  death,  resiguatiun,  ab- 
sence or  incapability  to  act  of  the  ni-ijor 
general, brigadier  or  colonel,  the  govt  c.ior 
and  commander  in  chief  posititely  orders, 
that  the  diiiies  herein  required,  sh.tii  he 
performed  by  the  next  officer  in  6UC‘ es* 
sion,  and  such  officer  will  be  held  rcsj'on- 
sible  therefor.  The  lenorts  to  b,  1'  -ct- 
ed  to  the  adjt.  general,  and  forwarditi  L-y 
mail  to  the  post-office  in  Frankfort.
